The officials of the National Museum 
are still annoyed by constant Inquiries 
from gullible strangers concerning the 
mammoth

investigations,

Into the fossil regions of Wyoming last 
spring in search of the bones of pre 
historic monsters.

necessity that efficiency 
and skill in 
mobilizing and transporting 
troops at 
a moment's notice, should he acquired. 
Hitherto Kho railway has been utilized 
on tho 
occasion 
of maneuvers. 
Ac- 
cording to the present plan of action, 
.i detachment of the enemy is supposed 
.o be engaged 
In Investing Tateyama, 
Boshu, Intent 
on 
surprising 
Tokyo. 
fih 
troopers 
who left Yokohama on 
Monday 
represent 
the foreign army, 
their headquarters being at YokohasJa. 
In nil 2,300 men had to bo transported 
rtcrnFathe soa, in addition to tho camp 
jtouowers, 
general staff officers, 
news- 
paper correspondents, military attach- 
es of the Foreign Legations, die. These 
brought the total number up to near- 
ly 
2,400. 
Tho embarkation 
began at 
4 p. m., and by 9 p. in. tho two trans- 
ports 
(No. 
15 nnd No. 
20 
Kwannon-maru- ) 
were ready for sea. 
The guns, 
ammunition, 
food, 
camp 
equipment, 
etc., formed a considerable freight, and 
there, together with men and horses, 
were embarked on board the steamers 
without tho 'least hitch 
within 
five 
hours 
certainly a record 
time. 
So 
long as thcro nro transports 
available, 
japan can tiispatcn 
beyond her 
bor- 
ders CO.000 ipen within three days on 
tho 'breaking out of war. 
Tho 
men 
who Jeft by tho two transports 
consist-o- l 
of 2 companies of artillery. 1 sauad- - 
ron or cavairy, ana l regument or in- 
fantry. 
.Next day at 9:40 
a. m. the

Tho boats wcro connected with

disembarkation

were sent ahead and Benbrles nostcd. 
It was decided to mako a general

RUSSO-JAPANES-

FORMOSA 
TEA 
DETERIORATING. 


A report of a deterioration 
in the 
tea grown In Formosa appears in the 
Osaka Asahl. 
The arrivals of tea sit 
the market from tho opening of the 
season up to the 9th Inst, says our 
contemporary, amounted to 16,147,514 
catties. 
This was a decrease' of 
329,-63- 8 
catties as compared with tho cor- 
responding 
period 
of last year. 
Be- 
tween 
April 
and tho 3rd 
November, 
some 150,000 catties were rejected and 
sent back 
from 
Amoy on the ground 
that tho quality was inferior. 
The de- 
terioration 
in tho quality of tho tea 
Is attributed to it ho fact that the pro- 
ducers have neglected to take proper 
precautions in tho plantations, as the 
tea industry did not pay. 
This has re- 
sult .Inn decrease of tho yield and a 
deterioration 
In tho quality. 
The tea 
producers attribute their losses in tho 
business chiefly to the (heavy tax im- 
posed on tea, nnd for thait reason they 
have presented n petition 
to tho For- 
mosa authorities 
for tho abolition of 
tho tax.

How a Hawaiian Behoolboy Pravad 
Too Muoh for an Orfsnelvat 
Whlta Boldlsr. 


Tho Anglican Church Chronicle 
tains tho following anont tho letters of 
John M. Horner touching tho education 
of Hawaiian youth, which lately 
ap- 
peared In the Advertiser: 
Tho two letters of Mr. John M. Hom- 
er were perused carefully by the teach- 
er and pupils of a city school 
the pu- 
pils of which are chiefly 
Hawallans. 
and the conclusions arrived at, were, 
that the accusations did not apply as 
a rule to that school, either at the pres- 
ent day nor had they ever applied to 
it, as the list of past scholars now ac- 
tively employed 
In every posslblo 
way 
in tho Islands could testify. 
Viator, in our opinion, has fully an- 
swered Mr. Horner, though we cannot 
agree with him, when ho says that, "at 
present It Is Idle to say, that education 
of whatever kind can 
have' tho same 
effect upon tho Hawaiian, as upon the 
Caucasian or the Mongolian." 
If that 
effect Is to develop the faculties and to 
mako tho man a good 
and estimable 
citizen, then tho effect is assuredly the 
same. 
We could point out to the gen- 
tleman a fair number of creditable 
specimens of Hawallans, who have had 
qulto a quantity of 
"book-theory- 
." 
and 
who can show that they have put much 
of hat theory ,nto Practice 
They can

prove that drawing and singing. 
and even acting, has not hurt them 
1st 
any way, but tho contrary. 
They are 
earning excellent salaries, as laborers. 
some of them more than tbelr teachers 
ever hope to earn.

ADMIRAL 
DEWEY 
ANGRY. 


He Notifies tho American Peoplo That 
They lio Mot Own Him. 
WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
21. 
Tho tem 
pest stirred up by 
Admiral 
Dewey's 
gift ot his new house to his wife was 
not abated by her transfer of tho gift 
to tho Admiral's son. 
The criticisms 
are so sevoro and were so quickly fol 
lowed 'by the announcement from New 
York 
that 
tho permanent 
memorial 
arch will not bo erected In honor ot 
Dewey but of the Navy, that the Ad 
mlral was goaded into making the fol 
lowing public statement: 
' When I made over this house to my 
wife I thought 
I waa doing the most 
gracious act that an American gentle- 
man could 
do. 
I thought the people 
bad given me this house for me to dis 
pose of as I chose. 
It seems that I 
waa mistaken. 
I 
never 
have 
sold it, nor given it, nor willed It. nor 
disposed of It In any manner whatso- 
ever outside o 
my own family. 
But 
I did believe I had the right to give it 
to my wife or my son if I chose to do 
so. 
"It pains me very deeply to feel that 
I am compelled to lay open the eocxeta 
of my domestic life, but, In view ot the 
Insults .which I have received at the 
hands of writers ot letters which have 
been published today, I feel Justified in 
somewhat overstepping the bounds of 
propriety and saying that Mrs. Dewey 
understood better than I did the feel 
ings of the people and at first declined 
to permit the house to he transferred 
to her. She did consent only after an 
arrangement bad been effected where 
by not only the house, which waa the 
gift to mo from the American people, 
but her entire personal fortune, which, 
as you are aware, is considerable, was 
ultimately 
to go to my son George. 
Thus he had absolutely nothing to lose 
ny my conveying my mouse to mv wire. 
tut, on the contrary, was a great gain 
er thereby. 
"The relations ibetween my son and 
myself have 
been alwas the 
most 
kindly, and between Mrs. 
Dewey and 
my son the most pleasant. 
This agita- 
tion has hurt my son even more than 
it ha me. 
"I would never have believed it pos- 
sible," Admiral Dewey continued with 
tears in his eyes, "that the American 
people 
who made such a hero of ms 
two months ago could 
havo In this 
brief period so turned upon 
me as to

Culloiu, who was chairman of tho Ha- 
waiian Commission, 
has announced his 
intention of reintroducing on tho open- 
ing day of tho 
Fifty-sixt- h 
Congress 
tho 
bill providing 
a 
territorial 
form of 
government for Hawaii. 
He will urgo 
action upon 
this 
measure, 
insisting 
that it should, bo disposed 
of 
before 
Congress 
gives serious consideration to 
any legislation for other Insular 
nos- - 
sessions. 
"The Hawaiian bill," said tho Sen 
ator tonight, "has precedence, 
and. In 
my Judgment, 
thero ought to bo early 
action upon 
it. 
Congress 
during tbo 
coming session certainly ought to pro- 
vide a form 
of government for 
both 
Hawaii 
and 
Porto Rico, 
but Hawaii 
should 
come 
first. 
Congress 
could 
havo adopted a form of government for 
Hawaii at tho last session, 
nnd 
prob- 
ably should have done so. The Hawaii- 
an Commission, 
consisting ot Senator 
Morgan, myself nnd Congressman 
Hltt, 
having mndo 
a 
full investigation of 
conditions In thy Islands, had reported 
a bill to Congress 
providing a form of 
government, bat tho weighty matters 
which pressed upon Congress 
In conse 
quence of tho war with Spain prevent 
cd tho Hawaiian bill from being taken 
up. 
The people of Hawaii havo 
now 
waited 
a whole 
year upon 
Congress 
without a murmur. 
They 
nre 
loyal, 
patriotic Americans, nnd they appreci- 
ate tho causes for delay in giving them 
a representative 
government. 
These 
causes 
no longer exist, nnd they havo 
a right to expect early action." 
"Do you think committees of 
Con 
gress should- 
- be sent to Porto Rico and 
the Philippines before any bill creating 
a form ot government for those islands 
Is considered 
by Congress?" 
"I think it might bo well to do so. 
But probably In tho case of Porto Rico 
It may not be necessary. 
Tho 
Porto 
Itlcans aro thoroughly loyal 
to 
tho 
United 
States. 
Thero has never been 
any disposition among them to ques- 
tion our sovereignty. 
It may bo that 
Congress can legislate satisfactorily for 
them 
without Congressional 
commit- 
tees visiting tho Island. 
That will ap 
pear later. 
But whether It Is ncces 
siiry to send a commlttco of Cougrcsd to 
the Island or not, somo form ot govern 
ment for the Porto Rlcans ought to be 
provided 
before tho conclusion 
of the 
coming session." 
"Will tho bill reported by tho 
Ha 
wallan Commission 
for 
tho govern 
ment of tho Hawaiian Islands servo ns 
a model for a form of government for 
Porto Rico?' 
"It may be of somo use, but I doubt 
if It would anfiwer In all particulars 
Tho Hawallaus nro a very different sort 
of people from tho Porto Rlcans. 
Tho 
Hawallaus aro fully Americanized 
and 
havo demonstrated tholr capacity 
for 
They speak tho Eng 
lish language for tho most part 
and 
understand 
American 
Institutions, 
With tho Porto Rlcans 
it la different, 
They havo never had any experience, in 
Their training under 
Spain has not been such as to quality 
them for it. 
Fow of them epeak 
tho 
English language, and few have, as yet, 
a proper appreciation of tho principles 
of our 
republic. 
In 
tho 
beginnipg, 
therefore, they 
may 
need a different 
form of government from that which 
wo will provldo 
tho Hawalians. 
Tho 
dlffcrenco will bo In details; tho under- 
lying principles, of course, 
will bo tho 
samo.' 
In referenco to tho reported 
inten- 
tion ot tho President to appoint a civil 
governor for Porto Rico Immediately, 
it would seem as If tho program to ap- 
point Assistant Secretary Allen ot tho 
Navy Department haa been susponueo, 
The President told Senator Fornker on 
Saturday that ho doubted now whether 
ho would inako any civil appointment 
In Porto Ulco until after Congress 
nau 
had a chanco to leglslato on a form of 
Government 
for that 
Island nnd lia 
wall. 
It would seem from this remark 
that tho subject has had very recent 
consideration at tho wiuto iioubo ana 
hnt Senators have advised tho Presl 
dent to go 6low In tho appointment of 
civil governors.
